Rhroutled in the Rloom of riyRt»'ry. 

Soott Jackson's writtrn statement to 
his attorney has boon jrivpr to the pnb- 
lic. It undertakes tu tell chronologically 
hia connection vrith the case, beginning 
with MbndBy of the week of the mur- 
der, list day, he aavs^he NOfllTed a 
poatal oard from Will Wood, atating 
teotMiii Brjrad ^oaiA arrl^ InOin- 
cinnati that night. He and WalUnff 
went to the two depots, but both tfissed 
her. Not having money, he borrowed 
|2 of WaUiugfurd, of wiiich he paid 
back I1.7S the next uigkt. Tneadaj 
momiug he recetred a notto ticna P^an 
and he and Walling went to the Indiana 
ilouse. He saw her, bat Walling did 
not. It wa« arranged that Walling 
t>hoald get u room, without telling Jack- 
sou wh«'re it wiis, and p<»rforin the oper- 
ation. Walling not haviiii? fuuiid a 
icKiin, Mis.*; i^ryaii went tn lii idi'r's for 
supper and to tlic Indiiiiui House for the 
night. He (U)es not say wlicif she was 
on Weilnehday, exc(>pt thut lie told lier 
to meet Walling at Fuurtli .iiui Race at 
10 o'cU)ok. Walling left iiiin to meet 
her, and Jackson saw hiiu nt) more un- 
til Thursday lil'teriiooii at the college, 
To hie question about ilie iiows, Wall- 
ing answered: •KvcrytbiriK is all right. 
She is well. " 

JaekRon was at the cdllcBf' until 5:30 
o'c'lwk, and in his room most of the 
evening. At }t:80 Walling ciune in and 
got some things from the closet, took 
the grip and went out. Friday morn- 
ing Jackson awoke and found Walling 
in bed, and they went to the lecture to- 
gether. That day Jackson had his 
beard shaved at the barber's snsgeltiou. 
Walling was out ail afternoon, bnt came 
in in the evening and clayed a game of 
cards. After 9 o'clock WiUling took 
Pearl Bryan's grip, put on hia hat and 
coat and went out. He did not return 
until after 8:80 a. m. *'For at that 
time," says Jackson, "I awoke and 
found he was not iu, so I pat out the 
gai and went to sleep. ' ' Saturday morn - 
ins he }onnd Walling in bed. He then 
tells of their going to the college on 
Batorday, and in the afternoon reading 
of the mnrder in the papers. Wh«n 1m 
aaked Walling if that was his cm*, hia 
face tamed red and then nale, tMt bt 
dU not alutrer, jMkaauadda: "When 
I MkBd Mid whlit Mdtd with tha hmA, 
Walliii^dmplj Mid: 'I thrtw it orar- 

JitiiyathMi talltof thalr retvnii to 
thev room and of their plan to get rid 
of Pearl's clothes. He admita that he 
threw a bnndle into the lewer and 

threw some things into the Ohio river. 

It developed at the inqneat on Wednes- 
day that cocaine waa found in Pearl 
Bryan's stomach. This corroborates 
Walling's claim that Jiu-ksoii gave her 
(■(K-.tine in a glass of sarHapanlla, also 
the stalrni'Mit of Druggist UMB tluit ha 
Kolil ( (KMiiK' to Jackson.

comes up.

••We, the jury of t'ampbell toiiiity, 
Ky., tind thut the liciMlli'sti body of the 
woman found on the premises uf John 
Ixx'ke, at Fort Thomas, on the morning 
(d Feb. J, was thut of Peurl Bl^an. a 
resident of Ureeucastlo, Ind. 

"We fnither lind that cocaine had 
been udraiuistered to Pearl Bryan for 
Kome reason unknown. 

"We farther iind that tha idaoapiU- 
tiou took plaoe whlla Paail Biyaa was 
alive. 

"We farther find that Pearl Bryan 
was last seen iu company with Scott 
Jackson and Alonxo Walliug. The 
t hree got into a cub on the Plum street 
side of a saliMU, corner of George and 
Plum streets, and were last seen in the 
cab tui uing toward Plam straeC, in the 
direction of Fort Thomas. ' '

The House passed the bill making the 
age of consent 10 years. The bill was 
amended so as to exclude a prostitute 
from the operation of the law, and the 
penalty fixed at from 10 to 20 years in the 
l>enitentiary. Petitions signed by the 
physicians of Lexington and Versailles 
and many other were i>re8ented. The 
bill passed by a vote of 68 to 2. 

The bill to allow tlie Coroner to em- 
ploy a stenographer to take testimony 
was passed, as was also the bill known 
as the "fish bill," which allowp Beinin^, 
provided the meshes of the net ar^ 1 1 
inches or larger. 

The bill amending the charter forsixlh 
class towns was parsed. It increases the 
duties of the Marshals of said town.

in Washington. 

Colonel Marshall bad been 111 with a 
odniplioatlon of dlMMMS for a kniR time, 

and had been a great suflferer, especially 
tlnrins? the paat year. His principal 
tiouble is Riven as Bright'e disease. His 
condition had baaa oritioal for days. 

Ohailia Alaza&der Manhall was a 
natlvt of Mason County, and was in the 
ei(cht]r>aaventh year of bia age. His long 
life was apant in the town of Waahiagton 
and In that Hoiaitf . Ha waa a nephew 
of the noted Chief Joatice Marshall. 
His father was Captain Thomas Marshall 
and bis mother Ftances Maitland (Ken. 
nan) Matahall, both of whom were na- 
tivea of Virginia. His father came to 
Kentucky in 1790, descending the Ohio 
in a tlatboat, and having a miraculous 
escape from the Indiana an tonta. 

Colonel Manhall waa adoeatad in the 
private school of his undo, Dr. Louis 
Marshall, and umler the tutilage of his 
father and sisters. Ho waa a man of 
great mental power and moial oooiage, 
and a friend of his saya he aeldom met 
with one hetter versed in history and the 
politics and literature of the day. 

Deceaaed represented Maaon Connty 
in the Lagialatnte in 1840, and again in 
1855-1859. When the war broke out he 
opposed secession with all hia powers, 
and though too old for much active ser- 
?ioa ha waa aeleoted to raiaa a raffiment, 
which he succeeded in doing, and joined 
<ipnoraI Nelson in I-'astern Kentuck\'. 
He particii)aled in a tierce battle on tlie 
Big Sandy, bia hoiaa being killed under 
him and bia dothaa parioratad with bnl- 
leta. Hia regimanti the Sixteenth Ken- 
tucky , did signal service during the war. 
After commanding it for a time, age and 
rhavmatiam compelled him to leaign 
•ad Ntora home. 

Colonel Marshall married Miss Phoebe 
A. Pax ton in 1833, and tbey celebrated 
the aixty-second anniversary of their 
wedding the ISth of laat Saptambar. 
She survives him, svith eight children— 
Hon. Thomas Marshall, of .Salt Lake 
City, Major W. L. Marshall, of the Uui- 
ted Stataa Armj, now atationed at Ohi- 
cago, Maaara. J. P. and Ben H. Maraball, 
of thia county, Mrs. Rev. Maurice Waller, 
of Lebanon, Mrs. J. B. Bontley, of Vir- 
ginia, and Mrs. Ed. Wilkes and Misa Fan- 
nie Manhall, of Waahhigton. 

Colonel Marshall was a member of the 
Presbyterian Church at Washington, 
and had long been one of the Elders. 

The funeral will occur to-moriow at 11 
a. m. at the Waihiogton FiMbjrtarian 
Church.
